HARD ON K A N S A S FARMERS 
Delegates Given a Lecture—Squabble 
Over the Committees on Constitu­ 
tion and to Simplify Collections— 
Saturday’s Proceedings Marred By 
a Great Deal of Confusion. 


Cleveland, May 3.—It was Bishop 
Foster s turn to preside Saturday morn­ 
ing at the general Methodist Episco­ 
pal conference. 
Dr. E. W. Parker of 
India opened the session with scrip­ 
tural reading. 
The presiding officer was forced to al­ 
lude to the confusion 
and 
disorder 
which characterized yesterday’s pro­ 
ceedings and suggested that the busi­ 
ness be transacted in an orderly man 
ner, adding that quiet could not be sus­ 
tained without the co-operation of the 
delegates. 
He said delegates 
should 
give their name and conference before 
being recognized. Bishop Foster then 
gave a lecture on order and it was evi­ 
dent that he did not desire a repetition 
,if yesterday’s disorder. 
Dr. Walsh of Kentucky introduced 
A resolution for the appointment of a 
sergeant-at-arms to maintain order in 
the rear of the auditorium. The reso­ 
lution was amended to have the con­ 
ference bear the expenses 
and 
was 
agreed to. 
Rev. P. H. Swift of Chicago desired 
that a committee on Epworth League 
be appointed, to consist of one mem­ 
ber from each annual conference. It 
was passed against opposition. 
A committee on rules was appointed. 
Then Dr. Neely moved the appoint­ 
ment of a committee of eighteen on 
constitution, fifteen to be by districts 
and three at large. This is one of the 
greatest questions which will come be­ 
fore the conference, and the broaching 
of the matter caused a decided flurry. 
Amendments were offered. 
The first 
was for the committee to consist of two 
members from each district conference 
of the general conference. 
Mr. Bentley of Missouri moved that 
the committee consist of nine, to be 
appointed by the bishops. 
This was 
violently opposed by L. M. Shaw of 
Des Moines. 
A great deal of confusion prevailed, 
until finally Dr. Payne, of Newr York, 
moved to lay the motion for a com­ 
mittee cf nine on the table, and it was 
promptly done. Dr. Teter shut off de 
bate by moving the previous question, 
and the motion was carried. 
Chaplain C. C. McCabe read a tele­ 
gram stating that Dr. John M. Reel is 
at the point of death. The conference 
ordered a telegram of sympathy sent 
to Mrs. Reed. 
Dr. L e r o y M. Belt, of Ohio, brought 
up a measure of interest to the laymen 
on the floor. As the church stands at 
present nine separate collections are 
taken up each year for the benefit of 
certain benevolences. 
These are too 
frequent, think the laymen, and they 
also desire to consolidate some of the 
papers. 
Dr. Belt moved the appoint­ 
ment of a committee of laymen and 
clergymen from each district and three 
at large to consider the feasibility of 
simplifying the benevolences. 


Dr. Smith moved that all papers and 
resolutions on this subject be referred 
to the regular committee on temporal 
economy. 


Dr. Belt would not permit this, and 
Dr. Smith’s motion w’as laid on the 
table. The first skirmish was won by 
the laymen. 


Mr. Hynett wanted to add one clergy­ 
man and one layman from each society 
to the committee. Dr. Buckley opposed 
this and made a humorous and vigor­ 
ous address. Dr. Hynett’s amendment 
was laid on the table and Dr. Belt’s 
motion was carried. All information on 
this subject was ordered referred to 
this committee. 
Dr. Homer Eaton, 
of Troy, N. Y., 
presented a resolution 
providing for 
the appointment of a committee of five 
on memoirs of officers who have died 
In the last four years, and Dr. C. H. 
Payne., of New York, offered one au­ 
thorizing the appointment of a com­ 
mittee of five on fraternal delegates. 
Both resolutions were adopted. 
Bishop Warren, of Denver, then com­ 


menced reading the episcopal address. 
It was 10,000 words long, and was in 
the nature of a report on behalf of the 
board of bishops to the conference. It 
embodied an exhaustive review of the 
work of the conference during the last 
four v«ars. 
Reports were given con­ 
cerning tile missionary work, Sunday- 
school, church extension, freedmen's 
aid bureau work and on the subject of 
discipline, and concluded as follows: 
The world will come to see this when 
human thoughts grow large enough. 
Abhorrence of sin will be measured by 
the cost of redemption therefrom. Men 
wil 
become 
great 
as 
they 
are 
holy, godlike as they labor for the 
wide interests. 
Then shall national 
diplomacies not pertain merely to little 
islands, but to universal brotherhood. 
We shall cease to regard the gospel of 
Christ as a theory, a system of doctrine, 
a pardon once, a bestowal of joy, a 
means of getting to heaven, and regard 
it as Paul did, as a power—a power of 
self and work for others unto salvation, 
present and eternal. 
Then shall the 
church, redeemed, not by corruptible

B ig D etro it Seed H ouse R efu ses to T ake 
A n y M ore O rders. 
Topeka, Ran., May 4.—Suits will be 
filed tomorrow by farmers 
in 
four 
counties 
in 
southwestern 
Kansas 
against the seed house of D. M. Ferry 
& Co., of Detroit, alleging abrogation of 
contract. For five years many farmers 
in that region have abandoned all ef­ 
forts in farming and stock raising be­ 
cause of continued drought and devoted 
their efforts to raising seeds for eastern 
houses. 
Watermelons, 
pumpkins, 
squashes, cucumbers, tomatoes and 
other crops have been raised by the 
train load simply for seed. 
Seed farm­ 
ers receive a handsome income and the 
Detroit seed house is 
stocked 
with 
enough seed to last it five years. Now 
it is charged that the last year’s seed 
crop was practically worthless, and the 
seed company has notified the seed 
farmers that it will not take this year’s 
crop. 
As the seed farmers have a con­ 
tract for the output each year, they 
have banded together and employed 
State Senator Milton Brown, of Garden 
City, to enforce the contract. 
Three 
weeks ago he went to Detroit and pro­ 
cured samples of all kinds of seed said 
to be worthless. 
He planted them in 
the rich Kansa soil and they are grow­ 
ing finely. 
He will also attach all seed 
now on sale in Kansas belonging to the 
Detroit firm. 


Mandatory Reform

Berlin, May 4.—The position of the 
Rusian minister of finance has been un­ 
dermined by the opponents of the gold 
standard. 
The establishment of a 
mandatory reform is now highly im­ 
probable, though the czar personally 
favors the gold standard.

Lawyer Alfore, for plaintiff, said Rowe 
only made himself a Mexican to evade 1 
punishment that awaited in Iowa for j 
the misappropriation of $38,000. He had 
deserted his family, never having sent 
his wife but $50 from here.

Attempt May Be Mad,* in the Sen­ 
ate to Defeat Rivers and Har­

Washington, May 4.—The senate pro­ 
gram for next week is first to take up 
the rivers and harbors bill, and when 
that is disposed of to follow with the 
bill making appropriations for the dis­ 
trict of Columbia. Opinions differ very 
widely as to the time the rivers and 
harbors bill will consume, but no esti­ 
mates place it at less than two or three 
days. Whether it shall go on longer 
will depend upon the political temper 
of the senate. If, as is not improbable, 
something should be said to open up a 
political debate similar to that of last 
week, there is no telling to what length 
the discussion may be drawn out. The 
managers will make a strenuous effort 
to keep politics and several financial 
questions in the background and to hold 
the discussion down to the merits of the 
bill. This may be accomplished by a 
promise of an opportunity to discuss 
the Petter bond resolution or some othei 
political question before final adourn- 
ment. 
The principal subject of debate Im 
connection with the bill itself is the 
amendment suggested by the commit­ 
tee on commerce providing for the ex­ 
penditure of $3,000,000 for the improve­ 
ment of the harbor at Santa Monica, 
Cal. Senator White of that state will 
offer an amendment, making the appro­ 
priation dependent upon the recom­ 
mendation of a committee of engineers, 
which he will propose, and in case this 
amendment is lost he will make an ef­ 
fort to defeat the entire proposition.

committee on com­ 
merce, especially by Senator Berry.

HOLMES IN FEAR OF DEATH. 


C ondem ned M on ette Is H tg g sr d u th e 
E nd D raw s Near. 
Philadelphia, Pa., May 4.—Alone in 
his cell, surrounded by a mass of Sun­ 
day newspapers, without a single visitor 
to vary the monotony of the day, H. 
H. Holmes, the condemned murdered of 
one man and the suspected murderer 
of a score, spent his last Sunday on 
earth in 
hi3 
cell 
in Moyamensing 
prison. 
Even 
his spiritual adviser. 
Father Daily, was too busy to spend 
even a moment with him today. 
Be­ 
ginning tomorrow he will spend 
an 
hour or two every day with the con­ 
demned man until the culmination on 
Thursday. 
Althouh Holmes has apparently re­ 
signed himself to his fate, the prison 
officials are carefully watching to pre­ 
vent him from cheating the gallows. 
The death watch is on. All day yester­ 
day a watchman stood or sat within six 
feet of the cell watching the murderer’s 
movements and curiously speculating 
on his condition of mind. Three times 
a day the cell is thoroughly searched 
to prevent any possible smuggling in ot 
any poison or instrument or to break 
up any preparations that Holmes might 
by reason of his ingenious mind make 
for his own destruction. By day and 
night the watchman is always there, 
and whenever Holmes looks toward the 
door he sees the grewsome reminder of 
his doom. All this has apparently no 
effect on the condemned man.

T im ely Suggestions for Janesville P eople— 
Soil Planting:. Pruning and W atering. 
Della F. S m ith sends The Gazette 
these hints on rose culture: 
Be careful to select for your roses a 
location that w ill afford morning sun­ 
shine; if possible, let the broad side of 
the bed be toward the sun. 
Remove 
all sod, and, in case the soil is good 
enough for a fine crop of corn or pota­ 
toes, simply spade in an abundance of 
thoroughly rotted manure. 
With only 
sand and gravel it is useless to expect 
that any crop w ill thrive, or even live 
With plenty of room allowed for what­ 
ever you wish to plant, allow one 
square yard for each rose-bush, remove 
all sand and gravel to the depth of 
three feet. 
Next, fill in with one foot 
of the hardest cellar clay. 
Stir in suf­ 
ficient water to make a mixture as stiff 
and smooth as hasty pudding. 
Let 
this dry, making a stratum smooth, 
thick and solid, through which no 
moisture nor fertilizer can pass. 
If 
our locatlo.i be aa especially dry one, 
r e s t add fine piecas of charcoal, aa 
this retains moisture. 
Now put in 
rich loam, and in this carefully plant 
the 
rocts, 
first 
removing with a 
sharp 
knife, any bruised portions. 
Above 
the 
topmost 
roots fill 
in 
w ith 
a 
mix n e 
of 
three 
cr 
four inches of 
clay and loam, about 
half and half, planting at the same 
tim e a tin can near the base of each 
shrub. Prepare your cans by punching 
a half dc zen tiny holes in one side, 
next to the bottom. Bet in the ground 
to the depth of one and one-half to 
tw o inches, turning the holes toward 
the base of the plant. 
Two or three 
evenings a week, if 
the weather be 
dry, fill these cans w ith water warmed 
in the sun, thus watering, not the sur­ 
face of the ground, but the root of the 
plant. 
Oare should be taken not to 
casse decay by too frequent watering, 
or to chill any kind of shrubbery by 
turning on it the cold water from the 
hydrant. 
Uoless 
you would blight 
your roses,do not spray the buds when 
opening. 
The rose bug and kindred pests may 
be effectually vanquished by kerosene 
emulsion. 
Dissolve one-fourth pound 
of hard soap in two quarts boiling 
water; add one pint kerosene oil ard 
stir vigorously for five minutes, or 
until the ingredients are thoroughly 
mixed. 
To each pint of this mixture 
add one quart of water. 
Sprinkle in 
the plants wilh a small whisk broom, 
rep ating as often as necessary. 
Before planting your roses do not 
fail to cat away from one-half to twc- 
thirds of every stalking, pruning the 
smaller, weaker groping ruses with 
special severity. 
Remember some of 
the weaker growing roses prodvee the 
finest blossom?. 
After the first season, 
when the 
roses are through with their June 
blooming, cutback the new shoots, 
th a t you may get batter fall blossoms. 
Roses blossom best on new wood.

READING FOR CHILDREN. 


Suggestions 
to 
Parents In 
R egard 
to 
B ooks for L ittle Ones. 
At the w orkingm en’s school, in W est 
Fifty-fourth street, which is conducted 
by the Society for Ethical Culture, a 
very interesting lecture was 
recently 
given by one of the teachers. Miss An­ 
nie Gillespie Dunn, on the subject of 
reading for school children, says the 
New York Herald. 
“We are 
letting 
the children here in the school take a 
very tiny taste of literature, which we 
hope they will find good and ask for 
more. In the eighth grade we are read­ 
ing Fiske and Bryce; in the seventh 
we have Hallam and Carlyle. 
In tho 
sixth grade we go back to the transla­ 
tions of the old Greek histories; there 
wre have also Gibbon and Macauley’s 
‘Lays of Ancient Rome,’ but we can 
do more than give the child something 
th a t we hope he will want to follow 
up. In the eighth grade they read Haw- 
thorne and Cooper, but merely on the 
principle of the hay before the donkey’s 
nose—to lead them on. 
“Some people are afraid of giving 
children too many story books. 
But 
sometimes the best thing you can do 
for a child is to give it a story book. 
But choose It well, for children have 
not a capacity for judging of a story, 
w hether it is good or bad. To satisfy 
a child’s im agination, when it is still 
a litle pixy, with a strong trace of the 
other world left, we give him m yths 
and fairy tales, and 
then gradually 
lead him through Robinson Crusoe and 
its like, which are a m ixture of im agi­ 
nation and practical life, to something 
more hum an. We next try to impress 
upon his m ind th at he is not living with 
fairies, but is a little man and must 
take responsibility. 
We do not w ant 
to make life seem dreary, so we give 
him a little nonsense mixed in, 
like 
‘Alice in W onderland.’ 
Books about 
anim als, ‘Black Beauty,* the ‘Jungle 
Books’ and anything 
of 
th at 
kind, 
teach him to think and care for others. 
To emphasize family relationship we 
give them family stories, such as Haw­ 
thorne’s ‘G randfather’s Chair’ and Mac­ 
Donald’s short stories. 
By this time 
the child is old enough to be a hero- 
worshipper, and ‘H iaw atha,’ the ‘Lays 
of Ancient Rome’ or Cooper’s tales fill 
the hero longing, the spiritual heroes 
being provided by the German 
Iliad, 
‘The Niebelungenlied.’ 
Lowell’s ‘Sir 
LaunfaT and Tennyson’s Round-Table 
‘Idyls’ teach the spiritual side with a 
wise m ixture of adventure and give the 
Idea of trying to conquer them selves as 
well as outside enem ies.’
